The Bristol Township Board 
of Commissioners intends to act 
swiftly 
on 
recommendations 
for improving the police force. 


Following a four - hour execu­ 
tive session last night, president 
Jam es M. Kline said, “ We in­ 
tend to put the recommendations 
into effect as soon as possible.” 


The 
recommendations 
were 
contained in 
a comprehensive 
report on the condition of the 
township’s 
police 
departm ent. 
Eight of the IO commissioners 
met last night with the compiler 
of the report, Donal E. J. Mac- 
N am ara, to dissect it section 
by section. 


Answered Questions 


The commissioners 
reported 
“ substantial 
agreem ent” 
with 
the report. 
“ Members of the 
board raised several questions 
concerning 
the 
recom m enda­ 
tions,” Kline said. “ Mr. Mac- 
N am dra answered their ques­ 
tions to my satisfaction.” 


Kline said he would urge adop­ 
tion of the proposals by the com ­ 
missioners at Wednesday’s meet 
ing. 


He said 
that 
after 
they’re 
adopted, he would ask township 
m anager Ronald Zweig to set up 
a “ box score check list for all 
the recommendations approved 
by the board” to m ake sure 
they’re all carried out. 


Kline said M acN am ara would 
return to the township in six 
months to give the board a “ pro­ 
gress report concerning the rec­ 


ommendations which are adopt-, “ seriously underm anned” with 
ed ” 
morale “ at a very low level.” 


He added he felt the report 
was “ very com prehensive” and 
“ well worth the cost.” 


The commissioners also a n ­ 
nounced that M acN am ara would 
bo 
at 
the

meeting 
Wednesday to defend his report 
and answer any questions. The 
meeting will be held at 8 p.m. 
at 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
Junior 
High School, Mill Creek P a rk ­ 
way.

M acN am ara’s $4,500 survey, 
begun four months ago, found

The report also stated that 
discipline and supervision were 
“ inadequate and inconsistent.” 


Increase Force 


M acN am ara and his survey 
team recom m end increasing the 
force from 41 to 70 men by 1970. 


They also recom m ended that 
patrol cars be m arked, and that 
uniforms conform to metropoli­ 
tan police style rath e r than to 
state police - type uniforms. 


M acN am ara attributed some 
of the low m orale to the work­ 
ing areas in the present town­ 
ship building.

Scranton Aims To Keep State Assembly In GOP Hands 


HERSHEY, Pa. (UPI) —Gov. 
William W. Scranton plans to 
go all - out this fall to keep 
the state’s General Assembly 
in Republican hands. 
Republican 
State 
Chairman 
Craig Traux said yesterday he 
was trying to arrange 15 to 20 
campaign appearances in Penn­ 
sylvania for the governor with 
GOP 
legislative 
candidates 
due for a 
healthy share of 
Scranton’s 
personal 
support. 
Truax said as many as IO out- 
of-state invasions would be set. 
but only after the dates within 
the commonwealth are firm. 
Truax said there would be no 
downplaying 
of 
Republican 
presidential 
nominee 
Barry 
Coldwater 
or 
Pennsylvania’s 


statewide 
and 
congressional 
candidates. But the chairman 
emphasized the governor felt it 
was most important to keep 
the House and Senate under 
GOP domination. “ Boy. is he 
interested in the Legislature,” 
Truax said. 
“ We are trying to arrange 15 
to 20 
major appearances 
in 
Pennsylvania 
for the nation­ 
al ticket and other candidates,” 
Truax said. “ After that’s done, 
we will work out with the na­ 
tional committee up to IO ap­ 
pearances for other places.” 
However, it became known 
that one of the governor’s out- 
of-state appearances would be 
in Illinois where he is expected 
to spend one full day at the in­ 


vitation of GOP gubernatorial 
candidate Charles Percy. T h e 
date, according to Percy, is in 
late September but 
has 
not 
been determined exactly. 
Truax, Scranton and Percy 
were in Hershey for the “ sum­ 
mit” meeting of COP leaders 
seeking to fashion unity in the 
party. 
The 
governor’s 
anxiousness 
over continued COP legislative 
control could in part be pegged 
to his future standing as a Re­ 
publican presidential prospect. 
A 
solid 
legislative 
record 
chalked up in the final two 
years 
of 
his 
administration 
would 
provide 
a 
major 
base 
for 
continued 
appeal 
among GOP leaders. 


After Scranton lost the GOP 
presidential nomination to Gold- 
water at the party convention 
last month, many in the party 
urged 
him 
to 
keep 
himself 
available for the future — per­ 
haps even 1968. But most of 
Scranton’s 
words 
and 
state­ 
ments have been pointed to­ 
ward his outright support f o r 
Goldwater and efforts to bring 
other state leaders to his posi­ 
tion. 
The governor expressed gen­ 
eral pleasure at the outcome of 
the meeting but refused to be 
specific. “ I think the meeting 
was a very fine success in both 
the approaches made in the 
meeting and in the feeling en­ 
gendered,” he said. 


Truax said he saw the meet­ 
ing as an endorsement of his 
and Scranton’s efforts to unify 
the 
state 
organization 
at 
a 
meeting in Harrisburg Aug. 7. 
“ I confirmed the position we 
took last Friday for Pennsyl­ 
vania’s position was t h e rule 
nationally. 
Goldwater 
headquarters 
re­ 
cently listed Pennsylvania as 
one of their main campaign 
targets. They said the senator 
would make several 
appear­ 
ances in the state but no dates 
were definite. 
Protest Against Goldwater 
A discordant note was sound­ 
ed by 16 civil rights demonstra­ 
tors from Chester who protest­ 
ed Goldwater’s appearance and 


Scranton’s support for the sen­ 
ator. Stanley Branche, leader 
of the Chester Committee fo r 
Freedom Now 
(CCFN), 
said 
“ the demonstration is against 
Goldwater, period — his stand, 
his ideology. We are demon­ 
strating against Gov. Scranton 
also for supporting him.” 
The pickets carried signs say­ 
ing “ register now. Your vote is 
needed to defeat Goldwater.” 
State Senate President Pro 
Tempore M. Harvey Taylor, R 
Dauphin, the state’s 88 - year- 
old “ Mr. Republican,” fell on 
a flight of steps at the hotel, 
fracturing his right knee and 
left forearm. He was reported 
resting comfortably at Harris­ 
burg’s Polyclinic Hospital.

He said he was only quoting 
Johnson’s “admonition to his 
commander." Coldwater said, 
“ I don’t know what went on in 
the orders; I haven’t seen the 
orders.

necessary, the public mind can 
imagine a lot of things." 
White House Press Secretary 
George E. Reedy, questioned 
about the President’s orders to

“ I know of nothing in those 
statements or any of the sup­ 
porting papers that would be 
relevant to nuclear weapons or 
would authorize the use of nu 
clear weapons and we would

guage is being referred to. , .’ 
Reedy was then asked direct 
ly if Johnson had authorized 
use of nuclear weapons in Viet 
Nam. 
“No," Reedy answered. 
Coldwater had implied that 
Johnson gave the U.S. com 
manders involved in the Gulf 
of Tonkin retaliation authority 
to use tactical nuclear weapons 
if they thought it necessary.
